day was 
finally 
disbarred 
from 
practice

court* and the nupreme and su­ 
perior courts of Pennsylvania. 
Judge 
Donald 
P. 
McPherson 
signed the order disbarring Hersh 
at the conclusion of a hearing in 
connection with the fugitive at­ 
torney’s alleged misappropriation 
of $1,950, paid to him by John A. 
Rime, near Table Rock, in settle- 
men of a mortgage held 
against 
Rime by the Bendersville lodge of 
Odd Fellows. 
At 
this 
morning’* 
hearing, 
which was continued from Monday 
when 
several 
witnesses 
were 
heard. W. C. Yeatts, secretary of 
the lodge, produced the records of 
the organization, 
which 
showed 
that while Hersh had paid the in­ 
terest on the mortgage up to 1928, 
the principal had not been paid. 


Check and Receipt 


At 
Monday’s 
hearing 
in 
the 
matter, Rime produced a cancel led 
check and a 
receipt he had re­ 
ceived from Hersh in 
1919, show­ 
ing that he had settled in full for 
the mortgage and the interest up 
to that time. 
Rime also testified 
that he and his son. Walter Rime, 
(,«d 
accompanied 
Hersh to the 
office of the register and recorder 
in 1919 and that there the atter- 
ney had “ gone 
through the mo­ 
tions” of 
satisfying 
the 
mort­ 
gage, afterward telling Rime that 
there 
was 
nothing 
standing 
against him. 
Official Order 
Rime testified that he had bor­ 
rowed the money from the lodg*. 
through Hersh. in 1902. 
Although 
the record 
in the office of the 
register and recorder shows that 
the mortgage is yet unsatisfied, it 
is understood Rime will take steps 
to prove that he is not legally 
liable for the debt.
